CAIRO, Feb. 2. — Fascist 


forces tonight were reported 


from Brit- 
ain’s four-pronged invasion of 
Italian east Africa after Brit- 
ish forces captured the Eri- 
trean railroad terminus of 
Agordat and “many hundreds 
of prisoners” in fi@rce battle. 

The toll of Italian dead and 
wounded was said to have been 


heavy in the fighting for Agor- 


dat, scene of two great Italian 
victories over the Dervishes 50 
years ago and gateway to Italy’s 
Red sea port of Massawa, 100 
miles eastward. 

Great quantities of guns and 
cap- 
tured at Agordat and 11 Italian 
tanks were destroyed, the Brit- 
command re- 
ported. 

Continue Advance. 

Without pausing in the town, 
captured Saturday morning, Brit- 
ish and Indian troops pushed on 
after the Italians were fleeing 
toward Keren, 40 miles northeast- 
ward along the main toad to the 
Eritrean capital of Asmara, it was 
stated. 

The Italians, it was believed, 
planned to make a stand in the 
5,000-foot plateau around Keren 
in defense of Asmara, which is 75 
miles from Agordat. 

Forty miles south of Agordat 
another claw of the British pin- 
cers was closing in on Barentu, 
drawing a steel ring about 15,000 
to 17,000 Italian defenders whose 
only hope of. escape is to fall back 
on Tole, 20 miles southeast, it was 
reported. 

Biacundi Captured. 

Another British force striking 
eastward along the Stetit river on 
the boundary Eritrea and 
Ethiopia has captured the town of 
Biacundi, today’s British Middle 
East command communique said. 

The British sweep into East 
Africa, from the equator to the 
lower end of the Red Sea, already 
is halfway across Eritrea, threat- 
ening to cut Premier Benito Mus- 
solini’s colony in half. 

Below the drive in the Agor- 
dat-Barentu area,- British forces 
striking into Ethiopia from the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan were said 
in today’s communique to be driv- 
ing the Italians “in full retreat” 
along the Metemma-Gondar road 
above Lake Tana, 225 miles di- 
rectly north of Addis Ababa.

BETTER AT- LOWER COST 
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A Better Spirit 

Both labor and industry appear to be mov- 
ing toward a better realization of their joint 
problems in the face of America’s great need 
to rearm and to supply the essentials of war 
to Great Britain with the utmost dispatch. 

This is well exemplified in two news stories 
which appeared last Wednesday. In one, the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
expressed opposition to any form of federal 
anti-strike legislation in the belief that such 
laws “will prove ineffective and that they 
will deny fundamental rights to our citizens.” 
The chamber further believes that “public in- 
terest will best be served by voluntary co- 
operation.” In another, John P. Frey, president 
of the AFL Metal Trades Union and a mem- 
ber of the Federal Shipbuilding Stabilization 
Commission, told union members the govern- 
ment would be justified in taking over the 
shipbuilding and aircraft industries if dis- 
agreements between private industry and la- 
bor hamper the defense program. iat 

Frey expressed a fear which both elements 
must face and which should do more than 
any one thing to bring them together for the 
gereater good of both. He said, “I think we'll 
deliver satisfactory service and goods. In 
actuality, I fear for the safety of the country 
if we are forced to let uninformed legislators 
dictate labor conditions.”

William Gibbs McAdoo 

A distinguished figure in national politics 
and a national leader during the days of the 
first World War, William Gibbs McAdoo, na- 
tive of Georgia, died in Washington Saturday. 

Born near Powder Springs, Ga., during the 
War Between the States, McAdoo, as a boy, 
suffered the same poverty and the same difti- 
culties which were the lot of all southerners 
during the reconstruction period. 

He was forced to leave the University ’ of 
} Tennessee, where he was studying law, after 
his sophomore year, because of lack of funds. 
He continued to study, however, and in 1885, 
when 22 years of age, he was admitted to the 
bar. 

From this - beginning he carved a career 
which might have reached the White House. 
He was a candidate for nomination at the 
Democratic convention in 1920 and, four years 
later, led in the balloting at New York for a 
long time, only to end in a deadlock with 
Governor Al Smith, of New York, while a com- 
promise candidate, John W. Davis, was selected 
as party standard-bearer. 

He was secretary of the Treasury under 
President Wilson and, during the war, served 
also as director general of railroads. He was 
.elected to the senate from California in 1932, 
but was defeated when seeking re-election in 
1938. He was largely instrumental in the nom- 
ination of Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1932, 
swinging a strong bloc of votes to Roosevelt 
in preference to Al Smith. 

He was, throughout his career, always close 
-to Georgia and the south in his beliefs and 


habits. He served his country ably and with 
distinction and his passing moves from the 
world stage one of the great figures of an era 
that is gone.

WORKER’S DRAFT IN BRITAIN. 


The move by British Labor Minister Ernest 
Bevin to draft men and women for work in war 
factories “is a logical step in what must of ne- 
cessity be the total defense of Great Britain,” 
asserts the HARTFORD COURANT, which rea- 
sons that “Belatedly Great Britain is learning 
what the Nazis had understood long before the 
war began—that modern warfare is at least as 
much a matter of industrial effort as it is of 
armies and navies and airplanes.” At the same 
time, the SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE de- 
clares, “The British, because they must to save 
themselves, submit for the time being to a partial 
return to serfdom. They do not mean to stay 
there. The government promised them ...a bill 
providing for the restoration of union and indi- 
vidual rights at the end of the war. That must 
be the determination of every democracy that is 
drawn into this war and is forced to a suspension 
of individual rights.” ; 


“Whether the British can get the desired ef- 
ficiency and production under the draft plan is 
dependent upon the willingness of the workers 
to comply,” says the BOSTON TRAVELER. “The 
United States will watch the program with un- 
usual interest.” The FORT WORTH STAR- 
TELEGRAM believes “The British people will 
overwhelmingly support the plan, because it is 
equitable and universal in its application.

DISPUTE OVER ECONOMIC DEFENSE W AS HINGTON, 
Feb. 2.—Only two 
or three weeks ago, there was a good prospect of our putting our 
massive economic power behind Britain’s effort of economic war- 
fare. An excellent economic defense plan had been launched, and 
seemed to have plain sailing ahead. Indeed, the President had vir- 
tually agreed to sign the necessary executive order. But then, at 
the last moment, the plan was caught in one of those governmental 
eddies, all too common in Washington, where hapless projects are 
tossed endlessly to and fro in the cross-currents of the bureaucracy. 
The disagreement was chiefly between the Treasury and State 
Department, with Commerce and other agencies playing subsidiary 
parts. It arose more than is usual from honest difference of 
opinion, less from petty conflicts of ambition. But what ever the 
reason, the plan now seems destined to revolve in its eddy until it 
is finally knocked to pieces, like a rudderless ship in a whirlpool, 


BIRTH OF AN IDEA During recent months, several depart- 


‘ ments and agencies have _ interested 
themselves in the economic defense problem. Six weeks or so 
ago, a memorandum proposing action, said to have originated with 
Leon Henderson, was sent the President from the defense commis- 
sion. Even before that, a special projects division was set up in the 
office of the administrator of export control, to study the problem 
under the guidance of former Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 
Thomas Hewes. At the Commerce Department, ever since his ap- 
pointment as undersecretary, Wayne Chatfield Taylor has been 
considering a scheme to combine economic defense and prepara- 
tions for post-war economic reconstruction... Finally, at the Treas- 
ury, where interest in economic defense fi#§t awakened in Wash- 
ington, a complete plan and executive order to implement it were 
drawn up towards the end of December. 

As it happens, most of the powers needed for economic defense 
are already lodged in the Treasury. Through the stabilization fund, 
it controls world money markets. [fs freezing and balance-blocking 
power permit it to control foreign assets in this country. The germ 
of shipping control exists in the Coast Guard’s power to grant or 
withhold port clearances. And its banking connections make it 
easy for the Treasury to mobilize the influence of American firms 
abroad. Only export control, exercised by the office of the admin- 
istrator under the White House, and the important control arising 
from purchases of strategic materials, now in the RFC, are not 
under the Treasury roof. 

The Treasury plan called for addition of export control to the 
other Treasury powers, formation of a general staff within the 
Treasury to apply the several controls, and appointment of an 
interdepartmental committee to direct this general staff. It con- 
templated several bold changes in government policy, such as 
general freezing of the American assets of all foreign nations, and 
extensions of export controls to make them more damaging to the 
Axis. The plan, presented to the President by Secretary Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. was promptly objected to at the State Department. 
State Department officials naturally feared such aggressive action 
might upset our relations with Japan and Russia.

his advice the plan and order were re-drafted, to give full power 
to veto or modify any proposed move to Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull, as chairman of the interdepartmental directing committee. 
This, it was thought, nullified the policy objections to the plan. On 
the understanding that something like an agreement had been 
reached, the President declared he would sign the executive order 
on January 9. Preparations for active economic defense were ac- 
tually started at the Treasury. 

Then on January 8, Secretary Hull asked for more time to 
consider the draft order. Time, very properly, was granted. And 
time has prolonged itself, and new objections have been raised, 
until the prospect of a decision has almost vanished away. 

Various reasons are given for the delay. Assistant Secretary 
of State Adolph A. Berle Jr., who has advised Secretary Hull on the 
subject, is extremely doubtful whether the right organization has 
been hit upon. He particularly questions whether the Treasury 
already burdened with responsibility, should receive such a large 
accretion. Other State Department officials are not satisfied with 
the veto power conferred on Secretary Hull. Apparently because 
they prefer a do-nothing policy, they are resisting the creation of 
an organization which would at least do something, however strict 
the limitations on it.

In the current issue of Life magazine there are some pictures 
of young Germans greeting their Fuehrer. Their faces are not 
pinched or sad. They are full and bright and very much alive, 
They are fanatical in their devotion to the man whose name, in 
all the rest of the world, stands for broken promises, lies, terror 
and shame. 

There will be those foolish ones who will protest at the pub- 
lication of these pictures. There are those who would hang our 
isolationists, our Lindberghs and our Wheelers, forgetting that if 
we silence them we move closer to this Fuehrer and to Musso- 
lini; nearer to the concentration camp and the forced dose of 
castor oil. . 

Those pictures shout out to us to do some teaching of our own.

Even now such men are numerous—believe it or not. 

A prominent medical man, prevailed upon to write a short 
magazine article last year, confessed that he had read nothing in 
the previous five years except newspaper headlines and medical 
journals. He worked to the limit of his strength and had no time 
for anything else. ee 

Professional and businessmen like him are the victims of suc- 
cess. Educated, intelligent, unusually capable, they have simply 
assumed more duties than they have time for, and they are scarcely 
aware of the world outside their private interests. 

The most successful businessman of my acquaintance told me 
recently that he hadn’t read a book since he left college years ago. 
The more successful they are, the narrower their lives. 

As a man cannot serve both God and Mammon, neither can he 
think of two things at the same time. If he is wholly wrapped 
up in his business, to the exclusion of all other interests, he isn’t 
likely to understand the significance of world-shaking events that 
threaten the freedom of America. He thinks only of the welfare 
of his business. 

This doubtless explains the attitude of our big-shot Fascists 
who see no peril to America in a Hitler victory and don’t care how 
the war ends just so it ends soon—and quits interfering with 
business. 

They like the idea of Fascist rule, for it would jail radicals 
and put an end to labor unions. Big businessmen in Germany and 
France felt that way, too—before Hitler took charge.

No longer than 14 years ago a 
Matter of Time heavyweight title fight meant 
something. (Editor’s note: See ‘second Dempsey-Tunney 
meeting at Chicago,. September 22, 1927. The gate re- 
ceipts were $2,658,668. 
That, as you may recall, is the most money any prize 
ficht ever grossed. The year before, for the first Dempsey- 
Tunney battle, the receipts were a mere $1,895,733. 


There hasn’t been a million-dollar gate since the 
memorable second fight when Dempsey’s legs gave 
out after he floored Tunney for what has been 
termed a “‘long count.” 


The closest approach came in one of the gamess great- 
est fiascos. That was in 1930 when Max Schmeling won 
a world’s title from Jack Sharkey sitting down. He squatted 
on the ring floor with a grimace on his face while canny 
Joe Jacobs, now dead, yelled, ‘‘Foul!”’ 


So Schmeling won the title in the fourth round on 
an alleged foul. The fans figured they were fouled 
and they howled, too. They had paid $749,935 to 
see the show. 

A title defense used to mean something. They 
were spread out. A champion never defended his 
title more than once a year, if that often. 


There never has been a champion as active as Louis or 
so limited a field of bona-fide challengers. In the last few 
vears Louis has met fellows like Paychek, Roper, Godoy, 
John Henry Lewis, Harry Thomas and Al McCoy in what 
were playful: termed ‘‘title fights.” 

So it is not odd to see the gates dwindle to the size of 
Friday night’s when Louis disposed of Red Burman in less 
than five rounds. The gate was less than $70,000, 


However, Lewis gets the big chunk. And don’t 
forget how often he fights when the gate is around 


$70,000 or perhaps as much as 100 grand. 


It is probable he will retire as the richest champion the 
game has ever known. For, wx hile he’ll never make a 
million in one fight as Gene Tunney: once did, he'll really 
get his in the long run. 


No, Not One “any 4 fight fan is still puzzled as to 


whether or not a heavyweight cham- 
pion has ever regained his title. 


None ever has. In fact, I can recall only one 
boxing champion of any division who ever regained 
a title. Lou Ambers lost his lightweight crown to 
Hammerin’ Henry Armstrong and a year later won 


it back. 


One of the most popular fight questions of the day con- 
cerns the first Schmeling-Louis fight. Was either cham- 
pion? And the.answer is no. Jimmy Braddock was, 

Schmeling knocked out Louis in the 11th round. But 
strangely Schmeling didn’t get a title shot at Braddock. 
did. And Louis, of course, won the title from the 
Cinderella Kid. 

Then Schmeling was given another fight with 

Louis and the champion got quick revenge over the 

current Nazi parachutist. Louis paralyzed Schmeling 

with a back-breaking body blow. 

Billy Conn will be the next important victim, more than 
likely. - And he has little more right being in a ring with 
Louis-than Yehudi, the violinist. 

Unless the Army camps develop someone, Louis is 
likely to go on to the end of his career without facing a 
first-class fighting man. 


Much ado has heen made over the fact that 
Maybe So Louis knocked out Burman with a body 
Boxing observers say it is the first time the Bomber 
has put an opponent away in that fashion. 
But | don’t know. They seem to have forgotten what 
really finished off Schmeling in the second fight. 

Louis threw a body punch so devastating that it 
ripped loose a few vertebrae and sent Schmeling to 
the hospital. Later Schmeling said the punch par- 
alyzed him. 

I saw the punch, or at least a flash of it. I saw 
it when it landed, anyway, and if Louis hit Burman 
any harder, the red-head must be partially made 
of iron. 

No doubt, as the boys say, Burman absorbed a lot of 
Louis’ best punches before he went out in the fifth round, 
but | figure any fellow must still have a little sting in his 
punches to be able to knock an opponent out with one 
body blow. 

And it’s not the first time. Don’t forget he broke 
Schmeling’s back with one shattering smash from. his right 
hand enclosed in a six-ounce glove.

LISBON, Portugal, Feb. 2.—(/) 
The influential newspaper Diario 
Noticias prominently displayed to- 
day an editorial urging that Portu- 
gal make herself the clearing cen- 
ter for relief for child victims of 
the European war. 

The director of the paper, Au- 
gusto de Castro, in his front page 
editorial under aé_five-column 
headline, “Let Us Save the Chil- 
dren, Victims of the War,’ made 
these suggestions: 

“Let us co-ordinate all efforts, 
from those of the esteemed &nter- 
national Red Cross down. 

“Why -do we not. propose crea- 
tion in all countries at war of 
‘shelter cities’ where children ex- 
posed to immediate danger may 
take refuge? 

“Why not ask and get estab- 
lishment in Portugal of an inter- 
national center for protection and 
distribution of children, authorized 
by the belligerent governments, 
and for “food destined exclusively 
for charitable purposes? 

De Castro expressed certainty 
the Portuguese government would 
support the proposals and_ that 
belligerent nations would “accept 
with sympathy.” 

Already Portugal figures large- 
ly in international relief activities. 
The Red Cross, the Rockefeller 
Foundation and various organiza- 
tions aiding prisoners of war in 
Germany and Italy base muck of 
their operations here. 

Lisbon is also a point of egress 
from Europe of tens of thousands 
of refugees and temporarily a 
haven for tens of thoi ands of 
others who do not have immedi- 
ately any place to go. 


House To. Get 
Bill To Control 
Billboard Ads 


Measure Is Backed by 
Garden Clubs of 
the State. 


A bill regulating billboard ad- 
vertising along Georgia highways 
will be introduced in the house 
of representatives today, Paul 
S. Etheridge Jr., member of the 


Fulton delegation, announced yes- 
terday. 

Etheridge said he was sponsor- 
ing the measure which has the 
backing of the garden clubs of 


the state. 

The bill would give the State 
High vay Department power ta is- 
sue licenses to concerns who wish 
to advertise along the roadways of 
the state and authority to inspact 
and approve every board that 
might be erected. 

General licenses would cost $200 
a year, while the highway board 
could charge five cents a squave 
foot inspection fee on each piece 
of advertising matter. 

Effective only outside city and 
town limits, advertising could enly 
be posted with permission of land- 
owners, and never within 50 feet 
of the roadside nor within 500 
feet of a crossing, bridge or un- 
derpass. No sign could be larger 
than 600 square feet. 

Except from the bill’s provisions 
are signs to identify businesses on 
property where the sign stands, 
real estate “for sale” signs, high- 
way markings, municipal and legal

Construction has started on one 
of Mexico’s greatest irrigation 
canals, the Salamanca project, in 
the Guanajuanto region, by order 
of President Comacho.
